Report of the School Board. 


To the citizens of Dorchester : 
In presenting our annual report it is gratifying to record, with 
one or two exceptions, a year of fair success and general pros- 


perity. 
DIYISION NO. 2. 


The first term in this district was taught by Miss Ada Kidder. , 
Miss Xidder is a teacher of some experience and is one of our best 
teachers. She at once interested the scholars in their studies, 
and the school was a success In every way. 

The second term was taught by Miss Viola L. Ford. She has 
had but little experience as a teacher but she worked hard and 
gave good satisfaction in every respect. There was order in the 
school room as well as in the studies, 


DIVISION NO. 4. 


The summer and fall terms were both taught by Miss Nettie 
M. Woodward. This was Miss Woodward’s first experience at 
teaching, and the spring term was taught with good success. I 
think if the scholars had tried as hard to make it as pleasant for 
the teacher as she did for them, the fall term would have been 
more profitable. 


DIVISION NO. 3.

In former union district No. 3 the pupils were provided for by 
paying a proportionate part of the expense of the school in the 
district conducted by the town of Groton. 
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DIVISION NO. 8. 


There being no schoolhouse in this vicinity, two terms were held 
at the house of W. R. Park, Jr., who kindly furnished boarding 
and fuel for the two terms, thereby prolonging the school. 

Spring term taught by Miss J. L. Clifford, a teacher from the 
Normal School, who endeavored to make it interesting for the 
children and we think succeeded. Fall term taught by Miss C. 
L. Dickey, also from the Normal School. ‘Term successful as we 
learn. 


DIVISION NO. to. 


The spring and fall terms were both conducted by Miss Mabel 
S. Wilkinson. ‘This is a small school, consisting mostly of young 
scholars. Although Miss Wilkinson has had but little experience 
in teaching, the scholars at the close showed good improvement 
in their studies and [| think the parents were all satisfied with the 
teacher. 


DIVISIONSINO 43. 


Spring term of six weeks taught by Bertha L. Downing who 
has had previous experience with this school, and did as well as 
could be expected considering some division in the district as to 
how a school should be conducted and by whom. The same 
trouble prevailed to some extent during the fall term of eight 
weeks, taught by Miss Hannah Ahern, who tried with energy and 
industry to make it a profitable school.
